DESIGNS AE BEAUTIFUL 

Tt is a beautifully designed and 
colored object, the work of Ukrain- 
, ian women painstakingly trained in 
the art from the time they ere little 


girls. 
Ukrainians believe their art is 
derived from the Virgin Mary, 


who destroyed the Easter eggs she 
had gathered to appease Pontius 
| Pilate when Jesus was crucified on 
| the cross r 

The shell fragments fell all over 
the world, they believed, and from 
those which landed on Ukrainian 
soil, the people chose the patterns 
they still employ at Eastertide. 
| That is why the cross and the 
star are found as prominent motifs 
in Ukrainian Easter eggs. 


| SOME GREEK INFLUENCE 


But there are influences in this 
junique art which even pre-date 
Christianity, The most prominent 
of these can be seen in the “mean- 
|der line’—an endless line which 
|was found in the art of ancient 
Greece as symbolizing everlasting 
| life, 

The influence derives from 
}elent Greek traders in the Black 
|Sea, who came in contact with the 
ancestors of present Ukrainians, 

But today it is the religius in- 
fluence that is strongest. 

The eggs, along with other

}been drawn and more dyes added 
| the egg is heated in the oven 
}melting the beeswax and revealing 
the color of the dye over which it 
is drawn.

Dismissals 

Editor, Bulletin — Hon. L. B 
Pearson's hope that “in this coun- 
try we will never yield to hy- 
sterical clamor for a witch hunt 
or accept mere association as a 
proof of guilt; or exploit for sel- 
fish reasons the genuine anxiety 
we all feel about our nation’s 
safety” sounds like a mocking 
echo of the simultaneously-an- 
nounced “screening” dismissal of 
three National Film Board em- 
ployes. This purge knocks on the 
head each facet,of Mr. Pearson's 
pious hope just as cynically as 
any Communist government 
could do it; and I was under the 
impression that we disapproved 
of their methods rather than 
eagerly adopting them. 

The three persons (all of sev- 
eral years’ good service) were 
dismissed after the most hyster- 
ical clamor for a witch hunt we 
have heard in some time. Two of 
them were fired specifically on 
the grounds of “association” 
while the third was refused a 
reason.

The heart of the western de- 
mocratic system is that the ordin- 
ary citizens really do have the 
chance to “throw the rascals out.” 

Whatever the theory may be, 
the reality is that the people can- 
not throw the government out 
and put another in unless the 
two-party system exists, in fact. 

We, have not got the two-party 
system in Canada now In facet. 
The Liberals are, in fact, the only 
truly coast-to-coast party with 
a strong basis in all parts of the 
country. The CCF never yet be- 
came anything more than a sec- 
tional party, with spotty support 
strong only in Saskatchewan, 
B.C. and industrial Ontario. 

No party has ever succeeded in 
Canada unless it reflected the 
fact that this is a bilingual nation 
—a twin nation, if you like— 
with the French-speaking people 
one of the two rocks on which 
power must be built. 

The Tories have lost the foot- 
hold they used to have in French 
Canada and the CCF never yet 
got even a toehold, 

The situation is further com- 
plicated in Western Canada, 
where the Alberta Social Credit 
Party has become in reality the 
extreme right wing of Conserva- 
tism in Canada. 

The greatest service that any- 
one could render democracy in 
Canada today would be to devise 
some way to get our political life 
back to the two-party system. 

But if anyone has the answer 
to that I haven't met the person 
—and I know quite a few people 
in every party in Canada.

Burroughs’ Tarzan 
Was Simple Soul 


There is no doubt in my mind 
that Tarzan of the Apes was the 
greatest single fictional achieve- 
ment of our time. I forget how 
many score volumes are devoted 
to his exploits, but there must 
have been some 20-odd movies 
made about him. I read the origi- 
nal book again, the other day, and 
still find it fascinating. 

Tarzan’ was a simple soul, and 
therein rests his charm. He car- 
ried a knife and a rope and a 
spear, and he could break a lion's 
neck with no weapons at all. He 
did not become cluttered up with 
conversation and sophistication 
until very Jate in the plece—and 
he always felt more at home in a 
G-string than in the silly habili-

ments of civilized man. 

Tarzan never really understood 
civilization. He only killed when 
he was hungry or angry, never for 
fun. When he made a kill he 
flexed his muscles, threw back 
his head and roared. He swung 
effortlessly from tree to tree— 
-—this cost me a broken arm at a 
very early age—and when he fell 
in love he just picked up the 
dame and shoved off with her 
through the tall timber. 

So long as Tarzan was compet- 
ing with Numa, the Lion, or His- 
tah, the snake or Tantor, the ele- 
phant, or Bolgani, the gorilla, he 
made out fine. It was only after 
he learned to read and write and 
talk, and decided he wasn’t an 
ape, that he got into trouble. In 
that respect Tarzan is rather typi- 
cal of the human race in its cur- 
rent dilemma. 

In the knowledge that it was 
highly unlikely that a Tarzan 
could exist, we settled for Frank 
Buck. He was a burly, powerful 
man, with a bull-neck and a 
rough-cut face, made dapper by a 


small moustaehé. He was always 
just leaving for or just back from 
a safari. 


Much Showman 
In Frank Buck 


There was a lot of showman in 
Frank, and you always felt that 
he had personally wrestled any- 
thing he brought back alive, even 
though most of the time he 
bought his wild beasts from native 
hunters. Frank gave off an aura 
of invincibility, just like Tarzan, 

That's why none of us were sur- 
prised when Buck acquired can- 
cer, and seemingly beat it on a 
1000-to-one shot. This time last 
year the disease seemed licked, 
and Frank thought so too, He 
gained back a lot of weight, and 
took off for Malaysia again. He 
returned with a flock of beasts, 
a deep tan, and all of his old 
bounce. It was a shock to read 
that he had died of cancer, after 
all, 

At 66 life didn’t owe Buck very 
much, because he lived it all the 
way up. It Is just that his death 
inspires a quiet grief over the 
passage of a whole way of living. 
Buck would not have cut a tre- 
mendous dash today, where 
people commute from continent 
to continent and the jungle is as 
close as the delicatessan. So 
much bigger game than tigers is 
stalked daily in the papers. 

I imagine modern youth finds 
Tarzan a very dull fellow, too, 
when ranged alongside the comic 
book heroes and our own every- 
day dramas of spies and H-bombs 
and guided missles, snorkel sub- 
marines and radar. But Tarzan 
was a mighty myth, from where I 
sat, and Frank Buck was a much 
bigger guy than Buck Rogers, I 
regret the youngster of today and 
tomorrow is doomed to be cheat- 
ed of much simplicity of hero 
worship.

Western Canada, he said, 
had reached a point where its 
agriculture wealth could not 
support any more people and 
it must now develop indus- 
tries.
